Cue of Liberty, is moft oppofite to their Maxims - 
That wife and judicious Author, who made the Law of 
Nature the Foundation and Reafon of all Laws of Coun- 
tries, would have looked with Abhorrence upon the 
Proftitute who fhould place him among the fhameful 
Syrrenderers of Natural Rights: But, let him {peak for 
binfelf. In ‘his Treatife of Government, p. 174, he 
tas thefe Words: ‘ Tho’ it would be betides my pre- 
+ {net Parpofe, to enter here into the Particulars of the 
«Law of Nature; yet, it is certain, there is fuch a 
: Law, and that too as intelligible and plain to a rational 
«Creature and a Studier of that Law, as the pofitive 
‘Laws of Commonwealths, nay, poflibly plainer ; 
+asmuch as Rea/on is eafier to be underftood, than the 
‘ Phanfes and intricate Contrivances of Men following 
‘ contrary and hidden Interefts put into Words 3 for fo, 
‘tly, are a great Part of the Municipal Laws of 
‘Countries; which are on/p fo far right, as they are 
‘founded on the Law of Nature, by which they are 
‘ to be regulated and interpreted.’ 

Mr. Locke is here fo far from giving up or furren- 
dering the Law of Nature, or the Rights of Nature, 
into the Hands of the Sceiety, that he fays, the Laws 
f a Society are only fo far right, as they are founded 
onthe Law of Nature 5 by which Law alone, they are 
allo to be regulated and interpreted: ‘That is, all Laws 
of Countries are to be framed, regulated, and inter- 

ted according to the Law of Reafon; or, in other 
Words, all human Laws are only to be Declarations 
and Enforcements of the eternal Law of Equity. 

Tuts being moft evident, it follows, that no Men 
ancontend fora Surrendery of Natural Right: to Go- 
vernments, but with the fame View as fome Men have 
contended for a Surrendery of Natural Reafen to the 
Church; both which are to ferve the Ends of Jad Ge- 
veraments and bad Religions: When bad Religions, o7 
Super Bitions are to be introduced and eftablifhed, Reafn, 
a its irreconcileable Enemy, is to be knock’d down: 
Tisto be called Carnal and Blind; (tho’ they might as 
well call it Square or Round) and ’tis to be declared /n- 
/ficient to anfwer the Ends and Purpofes, for which 
ilone God gave itus. And, when. Men havea Delign 
to juktify bad Governments, or, unequal and partial Laws, 
then natural Rights are to be run down, and declared 
mompatible with the Rights of Society: ‘The Contfe- 
quences of which Doétrines are terrible to Mankind ; 

if once natural Reafin be given up, all Religions 
at upon a Level, and there is no proving one to be 
wer Or better than another ; and, if natural Rights be 
Gven up, al] Governments are upon a Level, and there 
$0 proving one Political Inttitution wifer or be ter 

another : So that af ever we fuffer this natural 

Nandard of all Right and Wrong, Trath and Falfhood, 

ut and Unjuft, to be wrefted out of our Hands, we 
we then abfolutely defencelefs ; our Eyes are put out, 

Our Strength is gone ; the Philiftines will immediately 

upon us, and do with us whatever they pleaie: We 

uld therefore look upon every Man as an Impojior 
tnd Deceiver, asa Nuifance to the Community, and a 
ragaintt all the Rights of Mankind, who pleads 

a Surrender of natural Reafon, and natural Rights. 

We Once give up thefe, we are loft ; if we yield up

upon Liberty $ but, when she Enemy boldly fivikes at 
the Foundation, and denies natural Rights, we thould 
exert all our Strength. 

Tx1s is the Reafon why I have wrote fo many Pa- 
pers upon the Subject, and fhewn (I think to Demon- 
firation) that the Rights of Nature, and the Rights of 
Soctety, are the fame ; that they are never incompatible 5 
that the one ought never to be given up tothe other ; 
and that a@ juft and equal Covernment can never require 
the Surrender of any matural Right; or, that it can 
never be ix fuch Circumpances as to be under a Neceflity 
of requiring fuch a Surrender. ‘Ihis I have done, by 
explaining and fixing what she Law of Nature is, and 
what a juft Government is, 

fF have fhewh, that the Law of Nature is the Law of 
Reafon; that, from the Nature of Man, arifes a certain 
Reafn of Action in regard to himfelf, which is the 
Foundation of Temperance and Prudence ; and that, from 
the Relation he ftands in to other Men, there arifes a 
certain Reafon of Action with regard to them, which is 
the Foundation of Fuffice and Benevolence: I have 
fhewn, that, from this eternal Reaj/ox of Action, arife all 
the Rights of Men, which we juitly call nazura/ Rights ; 
and that thefe Rights founded in our Natures, and ibe 
Relation we fand in to others, mutt be immutable, inmva- 
riable, and confiftent one with another ; becaufe the Na- 
tare of Man is always the fame, and his Xedation to 
others always the fame ; and coniequently they ought 
never to be given up. 

For thé better Prefervation and Security of all thefe 
Rights, Government was inftituted, and for ¢4at Pur- 
pofe only ; becaufe the Rights of Nature being all wm- 
form, confiftent, and the undoubted Will of God (who 
formed our Natures, and ettablifhed the Relation of 
Things) there never can be a ju/t Necefity tor giving up 
one to preferve the refit; 1 fay, not a ju Necefity » 
Nor can a Government ever be in /uch Circumftances as 
to require a Surrender of one aatura/ Right to fecure. any 
legal Rights, but it mult be wrong in that’ Reipect ; be- 
caufe *tis contrary-to the eternal Rules of Equity that 
one Part of the Subjeéis fhould have Rights by Lazw, in- 
confittent with the Rights of others by Nature; or, in 
other Words, thofe Subjects poflefs an wjuft Property, 
tho’ /egal, which is built upon the Deprivation ot the 
natural Rights of others: ‘Therefore, when the Author 
of the Occafonal Paper allows natural Right, and yet 
fays, thofe who make ufe of that natural Right ought 
to be put under /egal Jncapacities for 1, he fays the molt 
Senfele/s and wicked Thing imaginable ; He fays, that 
Right ought to fubmit to Law, or be funyed for not 
fubmitting to it: He fays, that the Laws of God (tor 
fuch xatural Rights are) ought to be made fubfervient 
to the Laws of Men; or, that Men fhould be punifhed 
by -uman Laws for inviolably adhering to diwine Laws. 
But this he fhould have left to Mr. Hobbes to fay, who 
affirms, that when Men teach true Philfophy, or Wifdom 
againf! Law, they ought to be puni/bed by Law; and 
that the fupreme Power of a Nation COoNsTITUTES 
Right and Wrong. We fhal! therefore leave thefe /an- 
dalous Surrendevers of-natural Rights in the Company of 
the createft Atheift that ever lived, while we make fome 
Remarks on what hath been faid by molt Writers, even 
of jut Fame and great Abilities, for the /urrendering or 
giving up that executive Power which we had a Right to 
in the State of Nature, into the Hands of the Society : 
But, I fay, this is not true. 
Tne executive Power Which every Man hath a Right 
to in the State of Nature, is not fo properly called a 
natural Right, as a Right to defend all their patural 
Rights; and yer this Right of Defenje they don’t giva 
ap, bat only delegate or transfer. ‘They erect one com- 
mon Power ; they arm and ‘pay that Power for more 
effectually defending their Perfons and Properties, than 
they were able to do by their own fingle Power, and for 
defending them too with /e/ Hazard to themielves : 
But ‘tis the People’s Power full, only lodged in Truj with 
the Magiftrate, who hath the common Right of punith- 
ing put into his Hands in all Cafes, and at all ‘Times, 
where that Power can reach ; for, in all other Cafes, 
where the Civil Power cannot intervene, evcry Man 
may make ufe of his own Force, and all the Force he 
can get, to defend hiafelf againit the Injurer of his 
Perfon, or the Invader of his Property ; and where the 
Civil Power doth intervene, "tis only by virtue of a 
{raft repofed in the chief Magiflrates, as Servants of the 
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People, and to be always exercifed for their Good; I 
fay, as Servants of the People, which is the bigheft Cha- 
vaéier any Man is capable of: So that when King 
James 1. faid, That a King of Englana was the chief 
Servant of the Commonwealth, he {poke Diwinely, and 
faid what a King of Exg/and fhould always make it his 
chief Glory to be. 

So much: at prefent upon the Subject of natural and 
legal Rights : But 1 ought not to conclude without jutt 
mentioning a Paragraph in the lait Crafi/man, which 
has thefe Words: * We have lately received Com- 
* plaints from feveral Parts of the Kingdom, thate 
‘ fiupid Libel on tus Consriturion, called, The 
* Daily Gazetteer, hath been fent, &3c.’ 

I hope, for the Craft/man's Honour, that this Para- 
graph was fent him by fome of the late Scriblers for 
the furrendering of natural Rights ; becaute 'tis hard to 
conceive, how a Perfon, who hath often appeared in the 
Intereft of Civil Liberty, and who afflumes that as his 
diftinguifhing Charaéter, fhould call a Vindication of 
the Rights of Nature, 2 Libel on the Conflitution 3 for 
there cannotbe a greater Libel on the Confiitution, than 
to fay, that Diftourfes in favour of ju and equal Lic 
berty, isa Libel wpon it. But let him explain. | If it 
was fent to his Printer by others, we know the Mean- 
ing of it; if put in by himfelf, he has no Notion of 
Liberty, but means, by a Libel ou the Conftitution, a 
Libel upon His ancient Conflitution,

LONDO UN. 


Yeflerday arrived the Mails due from Holland and 
Flanders. 


The Turks, upon Advice that the Ruffians are a@u- 
ally entered into Crim Tartary, with a good Army, 
and a great Train of Artillery, have refolved to fend 
25 or 30,000 Men that Way from Romelia, with 
3000 Janilaries, and 4000 other Soldiers. The new 
Grand Vizier fent for the Rufian Minifter, and com- 
plained to him of it; but he made Anfwer, that he as 
yet knew nothing of it. Mean time ’tis the general 
Opinion at Conftantinople, that the Ruflians have done 
this only by wat of Reprifal for the late Incurfion 
made by the ‘lartars upon the Lands of Ruflia; and 
that this Step will not be attended by any Rupture be- 
tween the two Empires. it feems that Kouli-Kan, 
notwithitanding his Conqueft of Erivan, is not inclined 
to treat ofa Peace with the Turks, tho’ the Grand 
Vizier, for Reafons of State, and to pacify the Mur- 
murs of the People, has caufed a Report to be fpread, 
that the Peace is very far advanced, infomuch that he 
has put to Death feveral of his Enemies for giving out 
the contrary. : 

M. de Nepleuf, who has refided no lefs than 1s 
Years at Conitantinople, as the Ruffian Minifter, with 
great Reputation, is returned to Petersburg, and has 
had a very gracious Reception from the Czarina. Cer- 
tain Deputies have been lately at her Court from the 
chief Merchants of Archangel, to propofe a fhorter and 
better Rout than has yet been {fettled by Land to Per- 
fia, China, and other Eaftern Countries. By her Ma- 
jelty’s Order four skilful Miners are fet out’ to the 
Mountains of Georgia, to make a compleater Difco- 
very of the Mines of Gold that were found out in the 
Reign of Peter I. According to Advices from Pe- 
tersburg, they have received Letters from the Rufian 
Army commanded by Count Munich, with an Account 
that it has been obliged, by a great Fall of Snow in 
Little ‘Tartary, to return back from that Country 
having loft a great Number of Horfes in their March . 
and that the ‘l'roops which the Kan of the ‘Tartare de- 
tached by Order of the Ottoman Porte, to penetrate 
into Periia, have been alfo obliged to return home 
without Succefs. —-— The Letters from Petersburg add 
that the Czarina, for the further Encouragement of Fo- 
reigners to go and fettle in her Dominions, has iffued 
an Ediét, declaring, That be they of what Religion 
they will, they fhail have an equal Title with her na- 
tive Subjects, to the Civil and Military Honours and | 
Fmployments, if they have but Meritand Abilities. i

* Poland, for no other Reafon, but becaufe the Peace 
* was not reftored ; but that now Things were in as 
* happy a Train as could be defir’d, her Imperial Ma- 
#jelty had fent Orders for the Departure of 22,000 
‘* Men out ofthe Kingdon, and that the {mall Number 
of Troops that reémain’d, fhould alfo foon be recalled.” 
The Ruffian Minilter, Keyferling, has alfo publifh’d 
Circular Letters in the Name of his Sovereign, to the 
fame Purpofe, wherein he gives the Poles trefh Affu- 
rances, * Thatthe Czarina, fatisfied with the Glory of 
« having relieved the Republick from Oppreflion, will 
* never form any Demand for the immenie Charges it 
‘ has put her to.” — Thefe Letters confirm, that the 
Recognition of King Auguftus by the Pope, is fpeedily 
to be made by his Nuncioin Poland, who is ordered to 
repair with the Brief for that Purpofe, direétly to the 
Court at Warfaw, which puts the greater Value upon 
this Refolution of the Holy See, becaufe let what will 
be the Motives of it, "tis antecedent to the Abdication 
of Staniflaus, and is confequently to be look’d upon as 
an Acknowledgment of the Legality of King Auguttus’s 
EleGtion, and of the Juftice of thofe Arnis which have 
fupported it. — ‘The Convent and Church of the Car- 
melites at Leopol have been confum'd to Afhes, by a 
Fire which happened to break out in the Convent. 
The Duke of Lorain is gone from Vienna for a few 
Days to Presburg ‘The Ceremonial of his Marriage 
with the Archdutchefs, is to be the fame as was that of 
King Auguitus of Poland, when he married the Arch- 
dutchefs jofepha. ‘the Duke is to be advanced, foon 
after the Nuptials, to the Dignity of King of the 
Romans; and ‘tis reported, his Brother Prince Charles 
is to be Vice Roy of Hungary. 

The 12th of next Month, N.S. being fix'd for the 
Wedding, the illuftrious Pair are to receive the Nuptial 
Benedi@tion at Maria Hitzing, which is about a League 
from Vienna, and then to repair for the Marriage Cere- 
mony to the Palace of the Favorita. As the Time 
draws near, the Embroiderers, Taylors, and other 
Hands, employ’d for the Equipage, have obtained 
Leave of the Archbilhop to work on Sundays and 
Saints Days. ‘The Duke of Lorain’s Pages are to have 
Coats of Crimfon Velvet, with Gold Lace upon all the 
Seams, and Waillcoats of Cloth of Gold. The Court 
having fent Circular Letters to the States of the Em- 
peror’s Hereditary Dominions, to provide certain Sums 
of Money to defray the Expences of the Marriage, 
thofe of Bohemia have refolved to furnifh 120,000 
Florins, thofe of Upper and Lower Auttria 160,000, 
beiides a Purfe of 5000 Ducats in Specie, Silefia and 
Moravia 60,000 Florinseach, &c. Whenthe Duke of 
Lorain returns from Presburg, after having refign’d 
the Vice Royalty of Hungary, in Prefence of all] the 
Nobility, they are to attend him to the Frontiers of 
Auftria, where he is to meet the Emperor a Hunting, 
and fet out with him to Vienna. M. otampart, the 
Painter to the Court, has defigned the Buils of the 
Duke and the Archdatchefs, for cutting the Dies by 
which feveral Thoufand Ducats are to be coin’d and put 
into Purf€s, to be diftributed to the Nobility of both 
Sexes that attend at the Wedding: And feveral inge- 
nious Poets are fent for from Venice, who are to aflit 
M. de Neven, the Poet Laureat to the Court, in com- 
pofing an Opera for the Wedding Night. —~- They 
had recetved Advice at Vienna, that a Party of Croa- 
tions mutiny’d againft their Officers in their March to 
Italy, put them to the Sword, and afterwards march’d 
of towards the ‘Territories of the Turks. The 
Grand Vizier having wrote a Letter to Prince Eugene, 
notifying his Advancement, and foliciting him to cul- 
tivate a Difpofition in the Emperor to continue the 
Peace with the Turks, while he made it his Bufinefs to 
keep up the fame pacifick Sentiments in the Grand 
Seignior ; the Prince is preparing an Anfwer to con- 
pune the faid Vizier, and to aflure him, that the 

umperor will, with Pleafure, concur for the Main- 
tenance of Peace between the two Empires. 

A Qourier being arrived from Rome, at Madrid. 
with the Ecclefiaftical Veftments for the Infante Don 
Lewis, Archbifhop of Toledo, he put them on upon 
Chriftmas Eve, and at the fame time underwent the 
firt Tonfure.
